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A BRIEFE INFORMATION 


OF THE AFFAIRES OF THE 
PALATINATE, 


The affaircs of thePALATINAT E, CON- 
1ſt in foure principall heads. 


Concerning the firſt head. 


OR this many ages paſt the Realme of Boherne 
hath beene alwaycs holden both within and with- 
"out the Empire for ele&iue and not hereditaric. 
The Letters Reuerfalls of all the Kings of Bohemia | 
which hauz ſucceſſiuely beene , euen to the Empe- 
rour Ferdinand the fecond ., haue a cleare and ex- 
preſſe recognition and confeſſion that they haue, and 
poſſeſſe it notby any hereditary right, butby the free 
election, good will , and conſent of the eſtates of the 
faid Realme, according to the Golden Bull , their li. 

berties and priuiledges. There hath not beene a 
but onely the Emperour Ferdinand the ſecond, who 
hath challenged a partenſion of a ſucceſſion heredi- 
tary , the which hee founderh principally vpon a cer- 
eaine diſpofition of the King Ylediflaws his great 
Grandfather by his Mothers fide , made on the fixth 
Aa day

day of Ianwary 1516. in regard of the Dutchefle Anne 
bis daughter , who was afterward the wife of the Em-. 
perour Ferdizand the firſt; the-Copie whereof cnſu- 
cth word for word. | 

Vladiflaus by the grace of God, King of Hungary, 

Bohemia, Dalmatia, Croatio, &c. Marqueſle of Mo- 
rauia, Duke of Lucemburg and of Silefia, Marqueſle 
of Luſatia,&c. Beit knowneto all men by theſe pre- 
ſents , ſince that God by his diuine grace hath giuen 
vs heires both ſonnes and daughters , and that by his 
diuine prouidence, as alſo by the adutſe and counſell - 
of our Subic&s, Prelates, Princes, Lords, and all the 
eftates of our Realmes , wec haue firſt cauſed the moſk 
excellent Prince, King Lewes our moſt beloued ſonne, 
to be crowned King of Hungary , who afterward by 
the free will of the Barrons, Nobles, and Townes of 
the Kingdome of Boheme, hath beene crowned and 
receiued in the (ame Realme, Burt if it ſhall happen 
that the faid King Zewes dye without heires (which 
God forbid) then the Dutcheſle. 4»xe our daughter 
ſhall remaine, and bt true hezye of the Realme of Bo- 
heme land, by power and vertue of the rights, conflits- 
tions, and priciledges of the Realme of Boheme. And we 
hauing had regard vnto thaz, *and conſidering the ftn- 
gular affection, deuotion, and promptitude, that our 
Subic&s of both our Realmes (hew vato vs; we thinke 
and iudge it to be right and equitable to prouide for 
them in ſuch ſort,thart for the neceſſities of the affaires 
ot theſe two Crownes and Realmes , they may treate 
and negotiate intheir owne mother tongues,with our 
heires and their future Lords. And for that cauſe we 
haue ordained, and doe ordaine, that our heires have 
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(3) 
to make theirabode in a place fir and conuenable, to 
theend that the ſubic&ts of the Crowne of Hungaric, 
as well as they of the Crowne of Bohemia, and thoſe - 
of the Crowne of Bohemia , as well as they of the 
Crowne of Hungaric, may enioy and haue their pre- 
ſence,and may haue acceſſe vnto them, They ſhall be 
alſo bound and obliged to entertaine neere vnto them 
an equall number of men and women, Nartiues of the 
Kingdome of Bohemia and Hungarie,to the purpole 
that they may learne the Languages of Hungarie and 
of Bohemia freely, and without impeachment. And 
that the Eftares of cuerie one of the ſame Crownes 
may ſufficiently and at large conferre with them in 
their owne Languages , touching their neceſhties. 
Moreouer, wee: promiſe vnto them of the Realme ot 
Bohemia, not 19 marry, wor to promiſe in marriage the 
Dacheſſe Anne, our daughter, without their counſaile. 
And wee promiſe all this which is contained in theſe 
preſents, inthe word of a King, and doe alſo promiſe 
vnto the Barons, Nobles, and all the Eftates of the 
Realme of Bohemia,to obſerue it fully and inuiolably 
wichout any cotrauention,in any faſhion whatſocuer. 
In witnefſe whereof,wee haue cauted our Royall Scale 
to be ſet vnto theſe preſents abouefaid, Yeuen inour 
Caftle of Prage,on the Friday afterthe Feaft of the 3, 
Kings,in the yere of our Lord 15 16.and of ourraigns, 
to wit,of Hungarie the 20.and of Bohemia the 39. _ - 
This diſpoſition of the Xing Yladrſlaws is ſer downe 
by the Emperour Ferdizand at this time,for the ftron- 
geſt Baſcand foundation tor the hereditarie right that 
he claymeth vnto the Crowne of Bohemia,focaſmuch 
as the Ducheflc Awne,his 2randmother, is called heire 
of. the Realme of Bohemia, and that (as hee fayth) 
A3 by

by vertue of other precedent agreements, Now I 
will not enlarge my ſelfe heere to diſpute vpon this 
Foundation ( for that the Eſtates of Bohemia haue 
alreadie refuted it very amply and ſolidely by their 
VVritings , and eſpecially by their Booke called the 
Dedadn, which they publiſhed in the yeere of our 
Lord, 1620.) But I would onely (as by the way) 
ſbew the manifeſt nullitie thereof, by the contradiQti- 
on that is therein. 

For firſt it appeareth by the Reuerſalls'of the ſaid 
King Yiadiſlaus , giuen vnto the Eſtates of Bohemia 
on the day of his Aſſumption to the Crowne, that he 
acknowledged and confeſſed, that hee obtained and 


. receiued the ſaid Crowne, by the pure,tranke,and free 


will andeleCtion of the ſaid Eſtates, and not by any . 
right hereditarie. If then hee had not any righr here- 
ditaric, much lefſe had he power to conferre and giue 
a right of ſucceſhon hereditarie vnto his daughter. 
Secondly,if in regard of his perſon he had had ſuch 


_ aright of ſucccſſion, yet it had not beene Jawfull for 
him to diſpoſe thereof vnto his ſonne, for that the 


Realme and Electorate of Bohemia was holden of the 
Empire only to the heires males, as the other EleCto- 
rates be, and cannot fall vnto the Diſtaffe ; WVomen 
being vncapable to performe the FunCEtions and Ofh- 
ces.of men, required in the Othce of the EleQors, by 
vertue of the Golden Bull, : 

Thirdly , the faid diſpofition containeth a moſt 
grofle and palpable abſurditic,in that the King Yladi- 
[laws ſaith in ir, that his ſonne hath beene receinea by the 


F/ ree choiſe of the Barons, Nobles, and Townes of the 


Realme, and that hee addeth then by and by, that his 
daughter

daughter /halbe heire of the ſaid Realmeatter his death: 
for it the fonne could not come thereto, but by the 
way of free eleftion , how can it be concluded , thar 
the daughter haue a right of ſucceſſion hereditary in 
a eftate taile vnto the heires males, which her brother 
had not> And to make this abſurdly mere cuident, 
behold the Copic of another Letter Reuerſall, which 
Plad;ſleus gave vnto the Eſtates of Bohemia , when 
that they defigned & accepted Duke Tewts his ſonne 
for to be their future King. - 

Yladiſiaus by the grace of God, King of Hungary 
and Bohemia : Be it knowne vnto all men whoſocuer 
that ſhall ſce or heare theſe preſents. Foraſmuch as 
the Barrons, Novles, the Townes of Prague, and the 
other Townes, together with the communalty of the 
Realme of Bohemia , hazing by their free choyſe, and 
without any obligatien of theirs therewnts choſen and 
crowned , in our life time the Serenifſime Prince and 
Lord Zewis King of Hungary, as they before time 
haue done vnto vs their affec7iox , by the ſaid elettion 
of King Lews our ſonne, = with this charge, that 
as long as weſhall be in lite, we ſhall retaine and hold 
the gouernment and poſſeſſion of our ſaid Realme, 
and the Propinces incorporated without any im- 
peachment of King Lews our deareft ſonne vnrill our 
death, That on ho other part we will not faile cox- 
rinually to acknowledge it, and will proteQand giue 
order, that they ſhall be maintained without any tra- 
uerſe or trouble in their rights, franchiſes, priuiled- 
ges, and cuſtomes, as wee haue promiſed and doe 
| promiſe them by theſe preſents , when that. King 

Lewis our moſt deare ſonne'ſhall come vnto the age

ofmaioritie, and after our deceaſe ſhall take poſſeſſion 
aud adminiſtration of his Realme of Bohemia, hee 
ſhail be obliged to doe and accomplich all chat which 
the Kings of Bohemia, our predeceflors, as alſo our 
ſclues haue done and accompliſhed by Obligation, in 
ſuch manner and forme as wee haue giuen them ex- 
preſſe Letters;{f1gned with our hand, and ſealed witl 
our Scale, with this reſcruation, That it King Lewes 
our deareſt ſonge doth not accompliſh all that which 
1s contained inOur faid Letters to them exhibited, in 
ſatisfying te all that vnto which the Kings of Bohemia 
arc bound, they ſhall alſo not be bound on the other 
part to admit the ſaid King Zewes inthe poſſeſſion and 
gouernment of the Realine,and that for fo long time, 
and vntill that he hath made totall fatisfaRion, accor- 
ding to the more ample purport of our {aid Letters : 
but when hec hath made ſuch fatisfaCtion, the faid E- 
ſates and they of the Prouinces incorporated ſhall be 
reciprocally obliged and bound to tweare vnto him 
loyaltic, and to be faichfull varo him in all humilicie, 
as vnto their crowned King. 

After the death of King Lewes,who was flaine in the 
battaile of Mohaz, in the yeere 1526. the Archduke 
Ferdinand married the ſaid Ducheſſe 4xne, and ſent 
the ſame yeere his Embafſadours vnto the Eftates of 
Bohemia, requiring them to chuſe aud receine him for 
their King, alledging amongſt other reaſons,that the 
faid Anne his VVite was the zeereft vnto the Crowne: 
and though that the Eſtates graunted his requeſt, in 
giuing the Scepter and Crowne vnto him, this was 
not in any ſort in contemplation of the pretenſton 
of his YVife, but of their free*conſent,, as is moſt

+ True it is, that theſe Renerfſalls were afterward deli- 
uered vp by the Eſtates of Bohemia vnto King Ferds- 
#ax4, at his. inſtance, who pur in the ſtead of them o- 
ther Reucrſalls;- where- many things are found to be 
changed, againſt che intention and approbation of 
the ſaid Eſtates. 

The Emperor Ferdinand the firſt,and the faid Anne 
his wife had a ſonne called Adaximilien the {econd;and 
Charles & Auftria,the Eftatcs of Bohemia choſe Maxi- 
wwilie the ſecond Emperor, who gaue vnto them Re- 
uerſals, like in ſubſtance to thoſe which his father had 
giuen, in acknowledging their free ele&ion, withour 
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pretenſion of any right, Aﬀter his death,they choſe Rs» 
dolph the (econd, Emperourhis fonne; and inthe life 
time of the Emperour Rudolph,they defigned for their 
King tle Archduke M£4tthizs, who was io afterward 
E:nperour, Iris fit to be noted, that the ſaid Empe- 
rours, Maximilian, Rugolph, and Matthias, thoughall 


| deſcended from the ſaid gue, and all by right of pri- 


ority to be preferred before the ſaid Archduke Charles 
and the Emperour Ferdinand the ſecond, his fonne, 
have ar their affamption vnto the Crowne of Bohe- 
mia, frankely confeſfed by their Reuerſals not to pre- 
tend vnto ic anyhereditaric right,bur to haue receiued 
it by the free EleQtion of the Eftates ; and eſpecially 
the Emperor Rudolph hauing,in his life time conſented 
vnto the Ele&ion of Afe:thias his brother, gaue therm 
a very ample and large Letter of Afecuration, dated 
on the Saterday after Cndiuor tempora, in the yeere 
2608, That the-faid deſtgnation ought to be holden 
for a free atd voluntarie Ele@ion 8 Reception, with- 
out any preiudiee vnto their Priuiledges,\Rights, Sta- 
rutes, Cuſtomes,and ſuch like things, In like manner, | 
the Archduke AJaithies made his Reuerſals, dated on 
the VV ednefday after S. ob Baptiff, acknowledging 
and confefſing by them,repeating it often and in plain 
words, That it was not by Obligation, but by afranke 
and free EleQionand wil, that the ſaid Eſtates had de- 
figned anJ receiued him for King, after the deceaſe of 
the Emperor Rudolph, his brother.

nor if times to come, any preiudice, damage,'or dero- 
tion vnto them,nor vnto their Rights, Statutes, Pri- 
uiledges, Liberties, Ordinances, Benefis, neyther to 
all the old and other Cuſtomes; good and laudable 
Vlances , cfpecially vnto the Obligations vnto them 
giuen by the King Orzocerws, by the King zoby, by the 
Emperour Charles, by the King Yuenceſtews, by the 
Emperour Sr1gi/mand,by the King Albers,by the King 
Lediflans, by the King George, bythe King Ylad:flaus, 
by the Emperour Ferdizend, and by the Emperour 
AXMaximilian,our moſt deare Lord and Father,&c.

Lord and Brother, not to intrude our felfe-into the 
guidance and gonernment of the ſame:Realme of Bo- 
hemia, nor of the Duchies of Silefia, nor of «he high 
qr of the low Luſatia,8&c, Bur if it ſhallhappen, that 
wee will draw vato vs the domination & gouernment 
in the life of his Imperiall Maicſtjc, orelfc if wee will 
not performeand doe { at Tuch time'that wee ſhall 
come vato the Crowne of Bohemia) the fame which 
the Imperiall Maieftic and -the other precedent 
Kings of Bohemia haue done and periormed touching 
the Oath, and all other things pertaining OI

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The Eftates foull by no meazes be likewiſe bound route ws-* 
Then ſince that the eldeſt ſonnes of the Queene 4unc: 


' and the two eldeft ſonnes of him , haue one after the 


other recciued andacceptcd the Crowne of Bohemia, 
wholy from the pure good will and free eleQion of 
the Eſtatesand not by any ſucceſſion hereditary,there 
isno likelifood nor reaſon the preſent Emperour Fer- 
dizaud, comming of the younger ſonne of the ſaid 
Queene 4ze, ſhould haue more right and pretenfion 


- hereditary vnto the ſaid Crown which they neucr had, 


To the which you may adde , that after the death 
of the Empcrour Matihias, in the yearc 1619. when it 
was queſtioned to chuſe a new Emperor, the Eletor- 
of Mayence, Arch-Chancellour of the Empire, called 
and cited the Emperour Ferdinawd (who was not yet 
aduanced vato the dignity Imperiall ) vnto the Dyer 
of Franckfort, to aſſiſt and to be preſent at the Elei- 
on of the Emperour, as King & EleRor of Bohemia, 
choſen, receiued, annoyned, and crowned by the faid 
Eſtates, as hee hath expreſſedly declared by his Apo- 
logie, publiſhed and printed againſt the coplainrs the 
Ambaſladours of the ſaid Eftates made in that time 
of ſuch like conuocation, which they ſaid was done 
vato their pretudice, for that they were then in con- 
trouer(e, and had lawtull exceptions againſt the ſaid 
Ferdinand: [o like manner, the other Electors receiued 
bim jfito che Conclaue EleQorall, not in reſpect of 
any right hereditary , bur onely in reſpeftof his Ele- 
ion, receprion and Coronation that the ſaid E ſtares 
had made of his perſon; this is that which they cx- 
prefſed one:to the other in the ſaid Dyer, and thatalF 
the three Eccleflaſticall EleQors haue- ioyntly with 
B 3 the 
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the EleQor of Saxony reiterated afterwards 'in' their 
Letrers written from Mulhauſen , as well to the King 
Frederick as vnto the ſame Eſtates, & vato ſome other 
Princes of the Empire , for to let them to vnderſtand 
that the King Frederick had notjentred into aRealme 
void of a King, and vacant, bur already pronided 
of another King, deſigned, choſen, and ctowned by 
the ſaid Eſtates: So allo they in the fail reception of 
him into the Conclauc EleQorall, had not any regard 
ynto ſucceſſion hereditary ; for otherwiſe they had 
done wrong vnto the Archduke A/beyt, to ſer behinde 
and exclude him, for by right in that caſehce ought to 
haue beene preferred before the Archduke Ferdizand 
now Emperour, his Cofin, iſſued and comming from 
the ſecond brother, IDs | 
All this ſheweth ſufficiently , that the Crowne of 
Bohemia ought to be holden for EleQtiue and not he- 
reditary. As to the limitation that the Emperour al- 
ledgerh thereto, as if the liberty to chuſe the Kings of 
Bohemia ought not ro be extended out of the houſe 
of Auſtris, as long as there be Princes of the ſaid houſe 
lining. This is a pretenſion which hitherto cannot be 
debated and decided by any other way, then that of 
fact , inthe which neither reaſon nor equity can haue 
place: for althaugh the Eftates of Bohemia hane cho. 
ſen this many yeares for theit Kings ſome of the Arch- 
dukes of 4#ffria(which is the ſecond of their grounds) 
it doth nor enſue thereof , that this continuance of 
theirs doth import or make a preſcription of time, 
ſince that the Reuerfalls of cuery one of them hane 


Þeene as many precautions, to ſtopand hinder ſuch 


pretenfions , cuen as the Princes EleQors haue ncuer 
yet 
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= auowed vnto the faid Archdukes any ſucceflion 
reditary in the Empire,though'that for many yeares- 
they hauc in like manner choſen the Emperours out 
of that family. | 

Now it remaineth to touch in one word. as it were 
by the way,the reception of the Emperor that now is, 
vnto the Crowne of Bohemia. In the yeare 1616. the 
Archduke Maximilian ſerioufly repreſented vnto the 
Empcror Matthias his brother, by a metmoriall dated 
the 16. day of February, how much it imported and 
cm the houſe of A4afiris , that his Maieſtie 
ſhould be affured in his life time,eſpecially of a ſuccef- 
ſor in the Empire ; as alſo in the Realmes of Hungary 
andBohemia,that he could nor propeſe a perſon more 
capable and fit, then his Couſin Ferdinand the \.rch- 
duke, and that he had already treated with his brother 
Albert the Archduke , for to obtaine his conſent, thar 


he ought to ſeeke all the meanes he could , to diſpoſe 


the Eſtates of Bohemia, & then of Hungary,vnto the | 
deſignation of his aforeſaid Coſin: that ir waz needfull 
for his Maicſtie to ſpeake himſelfe with the EleQor of 
Saxony, to-gaine and purchaſe his voyce and ſuffrage 
in his fayour ; that the three Eccleſtaſticall Ele&ors 
were for their part enclined thereto already , and that 
afterwardit behoued him to call a Dyer, in ſome con- 
wenient place,to make an overture of ſuch a ſuccefſion 
Imperia!,& to procced withpluralityof voices,though 
the Eleftor Palatine & he of Brandemburg;would not 
yeeld thereto: and for to doe this,to keepe an Army a» 
foot within the Empire, vnder the pretext of the war 
which his ſaid Coſin had at chat time in 1ſþris againſt - 
the Yenetians, and aduiſe him to effeftuate his other 
| purpoſes

purpoſes and determinations which had beene put in 


deliberation betweene them:hut aboue all things,that 
he tooke great hzede that this aduice was not vented 
and diſcloſed before the time. This counſell was ap- 
proucd and receiued by the Emperour Mathias, and 
ſoone after divulged and communicated vnto the E- 
leQor of Saxony, and ſundry Princes of rhe Empire, 
bur that did not impeach and hinder the effects at all, 
for incontinent , ſome began to worke the affaire in 
Bohemia, by praQtiſes, corruptions, and menaces, as 
-the Eſtates haue largely declared intheir Writings, 
the Archduke Ferdiwana was deſigned King of Bohe- 
mia : the Emperour went vnto the EleQor of Saxony 
to Dreſden,and alfo called anafſembly at Ratisbon- 
At the ſame infltantthat the EleQors prepared them 
ſc{ues for the ſaid Aſſembly of Ratisbon , they recei- 
ued newes that the Eſtates of Bohemia, driuen to im- 
patience by ſo many violences and opprefſions, conti- 
nually and inceſſantly made agairftthem , had caſt 
downe headlong out of the window of the Councell 
Chamver tyo of the principall Officers of the Empe- 
rour, and a Secretary for many great reaſons by them 


+ deduced and publiſhed, which to be ſhort, are, That 


they were conuinced by their owne Letters and VVri- 
tings, to haue betrayed their owne Countrey, and 
ſcrued as inſtruments to deprefle the ſaid Eftates, and 
to depriue them of their Religion, liberty felicity;and 
happineſſe. x .

made- by ſome, that his Maicftic in reputation could 
not permit ſuch an affront to goe vnpuniſhed. 

The Archduke Ferdinand, at; that time defigned 
King of Bohemia, was reſident. and abiding ar the 
Court of. the Emperour Matthias at Vienna, who 
for his great debilitie and weakenefſe. meddled not” 
much wich the affaires of Eſtate, but all was direQed 
by Fordinend;” >: ict od; 90s coun wot aro 

A little while after the Emperour deccaſed,and the 
Eleor of Mayheme called an Aſſembly of the Ele. 
ors at Franctart, for the cle&ion of another Empe- 
rour, and called thither.(as I hayefaid) the Archduke 

Ferdinand, as King and Ele&ox,of Bohemia 3. The

alſo, for to proteſt, and to' make their exceptions a- 
gainſt the ſaid Archduke Ferdinend, whom: they ſaid 
they could notacknowledge for King : bur the Ele- 
Qors Ecclefiaſticall would not, by any meancs ſuffer 
them to enter into the Towne, much leſſe giue them 
audicnce, and heare their griefes ; alledging, that it 
was a. particular buſinefſe, and that by the authoririe 
of the Golden Bull,jz was nor lawfull-to treat of an 
other Aﬀaire in ſuch an Aﬀembly , as that which 
concerned the cle&tion of the Emperor: the which 
excuſc had ſore faire apparence outwardly, bur.if

mia: to take the reſolution to reieft Ferdinand, The 
Abdication'was made ina folemne manner; and 
ſome few dayes after, the Eſtates paſſed"vntoa tiew

The cauſes of theſaid Abdication are found, and 
are extant,with all the Circumſtances,in the Booke of 
the Dedu&ion'(tnade bythe Eftates) and be very ma- 
ny; of the which I wilf recite ſome few as briefely and 
fuccin&ly as poſſibly may be :-The Eſtates affirmed, 
That Ferdipand did violate his Oath, and his Reuer- 
falls, in that during the life of the Emperor Matthias, 
hee iatruded himſelfe, and meddled- in the affaires of 
Bohemia: That he carryed himſelfe like an enemieto- 
ward them : That hee gaue authotritie and gaue order 
ro make ware againſt them: That he ſollicited che E- 
ſtares of Morania to gine paflage vnto- the Armie of 
the Emperor: Thathe himſelfe cauſed his'Troupes to 
come out of Styria,and ſehr them into Bohemia: And 
that in their greateſt neceſſities he would not fauorize 


* them with one good word toward the: Emperour, 
though they had requeſted him inftantlyia their often

in ſimdry matters : That after the death of the Empe- 
ror,in ſicad of reſtoring peace-vnto them, and of ta- - 

ing due notice of Fa 47 panitodhraes, of the ſaid 

Office eo doe iuſtice thereof, hee harh written vnto 
them, and that by his Letters, as by manner of appro- 
bation,and ratification of their offences, he hath reſto- 
red and put them againeinto their Offices and Char- 
ges, ſending vnto them from time to time the confir- 
mation of the Priuiledges of the ſaid Eſtates, for to 
receiue them at their hands : , which thing the ſaid E- 
ſtates could not doe, for thatafter ſo. many cuill offices 
and acts of hoftilitic, and rigorous demonſtrations of 
Ferdinand, they had need of an afſccuratior better 
founded then on a fimple Writing. To all the which 
motiues, and many others, they adioyned the tranſ-- 
ation Clandeſtine,made by Ferdinand with Fbilip the 
third, King of Spaine, the fixt of lune, 1619. By the 
which it is treated,concluded,and decreed betweene 
them, of a Succeſſion hereditarie,and of the continua- 
tion of the ſame, firſt in the family of Ferdinand, and 
afterward-in the family of the King of -Spaine, accore 


ding to the agreements and conditions, as 


in. the ſaid tranſation more at large : Which was 
kept very ſecret , and concealed from the Eftates 
of Bohemia, rill after the defignation of Ferdinayd, 
but it WAS alteeward of. it {clfe diſcouered by.ano- 
ther meanes. And in as much, that it raketh away 
from the ſaid: Eſtates the libertic ro-cle&, (giving 
vato them Kings, by way of incrufion,,- without 
their knowledge and aduice) and oucrthrowing as 
much as it can, the: Lawes Fundamental!; yato the 
C3 obſcr- 
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mer Kings: haue':beene” bound'by: folemner Oath ; 
they inferre ,” that 'by -the ſamie', and by his other 
deeds aforeſaid ,**Ferdinand'is friddefincapable of the 
Crowne, : (1 ol 32900 500 PvE: 
Aﬀer this: Abdication;' the-Eftates of Bohemia 
founding and'relying vpon their ancient Rights, Pri- 
niledges, and Liberties, proceeded ſome few dayes . 
after vato the ele&ion of another King :' and ſome 
| having giuen their Suffrapes to diuerſe Princes, they 
choſe by the moſt voyces ,; and proclaymed* the Ele- 
Qor, Fredericke the fift , Count Palatine, for their 
King, This was on the 16. or 26. of the moneth of 
Auguft : and on the nextday, being the 17. or 27. of 
the ſaid moneth, the Archduke Ferdinand was choſen * 
and declared Emperour by the Colledge of EleQors, 
at that time being afſembled at Francforr, as isalrea- 
die ſaid, . | | 
The ſaid Eftates gaue notice incontinent vnto the 
Ele&or Palatine (by a perſon ſent vato him of pur- 
poſe) of this his Ele&ion,approued and ratified byall 
the Eſtates of the Prouinces incorporated, requiring 
and carneftly beſeeching him to accept it : which 
ching he did not at the firſt, but called togethera great 
part of his friendsand allyes, and ſeat Embaſſadours 
vnto themwho were further off, to haue their aduiſe; 
in which ſpace of time, the Eſtates redoubled their 
moſt humble inſtances, by their often and iteratiiie / 
Lerters, and finally,ſent vnto him'ihto Nis own Coun-- 
trey a ſolemne Embaſſade,compoſed of the Deputies 
&f cuery Prouince, forto preſent the Crowne vnto 
him,and to difpoſc him to accept it,as hedid,

One may then ſec by this veritable and irrefragable -_ 
information, that the intentionof the Prince Palatine 
hath nor beene to intrude , nor thruſt in himſelfe by 
force,nor by pradtiſe into the Kingdome of Bohemia, 
much lefle to thruſt any other, out ef that which was 
dueor appertained vato him, but that bee friendly 
and without doubt belecued by the circumſtances a- 
bone mentioned, and other moſt pregraar reaſons al- 
ready ſet downe in other places, Thet the Crowne vnts 
him ſo ſolemnly offired, was totally vacant , and bg Ele+ 
fliow very lawfull, Alſo there hath not bin any other 
marke or but.in the accepting of the Crowne, for no 
other cauſe, but to ſuccourthe oppreſſed, to prevent 
the ruine of theRealme , and to hinder thatit ſhould 
not fall into the hands ofa Swanger, vnto the great 
difaduantage of the Empire : And for that the effects 
had fallen out otherwiſe, we ought to remi: the iudg- 
ment vnto God the direQor of all things , who will - 
diſpoſe of them as ſhall ſeeme good vsto him.

Or to vnderſtand the difeFence and controuerſic 
the better,it.is good to vnderſtand and know well 
thequaliry of the ſ\die@or matter , andthe qua- 

lity of the perſons. | 
The ſubie& of the controuerſie, is the Realme and 
EleQorate of Bohemia, the which as it is ſaid, for theſe 
many former ages to this time , hath beene holden to 
goe dy Eledtion, and thought hold in fee of the Em- 
pire, yet it doth not pau iminediatly vnto the

Emperours no morethen the EleQors, as well Secn- 
lars as Ecclefiaftiques, and many other as well Ele. 
Ctiues as hereditarics, appertainenot in propriety vit | 
' tothe Emperours, for there hath beene many Empe- 
rours of Germany,that haue not been Kings of Bohe- 
mia , and that the EleQors are not-bound by any 
meanes to chuſethe King of Bohemia for Emperour, 
Alſo, he hath its private orperticular ſawes,and is not 
inany thing ſubicCt vato the conftitutions of the Em- 
pire: and likewiſe the Archduke of Auſtria, after the 
batraile of Praguc baue begun to maintaine publique- 
ly as well by their pen, as by theirſword, that the ſaid 
Realme and ElcCtorate doth appertaine particulerly 
vnto their houſe in propriety. Italfo appeareth by the 
tranſaction of Spaine-,, mentioned betore inthe firſt 
head, that the Archduke Ferdinand now Emperor, at- 
 tributeth particulerly to him and his ſonne, not as 
Emperour, bitas in the quality of Archduke, in the 
which yetthere's one remarke very confiderable, to 
wit,thatafrer the taaking of the ſaid Tranſaftion, vnto 
the day of his deſigtation , made by the authority of 
the Eftates of Bohemb, he dirſt neuer vſurpe the title 
of King, nor make any mention vnto them of any ſuch 
agreements or cotienanf, mowing too well, that for: 
that the ſame was direQly contrary to their priuiled- 
ges and rights of free EleQion, they would have op. 
poſed themſelues , and neuer recejued him : So that 
the queſtion, if the Crowne'be Elegiue orhereditary, 
is not debated with the Eſtates of Bohemia by the 
Emperour, in the quality of Emperour, but as Arch- 
duke, | | | 
Likewiſe one cannot ſay , that by the ceieion 4 
| | t 
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_ the Archduke Ferdinand, 'the'Eſtates hatie reiedted 
- the perſon of an Emperour, for that then the Empire- 


was vacant, and without Emperour, he comming af- 
terward to the Imperiall. dignity; yea and more, if in 
thatſamme very time, the body of the-Empire had from 
it ſelfe offended with ſich a Reiection, the indgement 
had no: belonged vnto the Archduke Ferdinaxd, but 
rather mto the EleQor Frederick , as chiefe Vicar of 
the Enpire, repreſenting in that time the perſon of 
the Emperour t- And therefore it followeth, that the 
faiqReieAion is an a& particuler, which doth noc 
crouch the perſon of the Emperour, nor the body or 
corpes of the Empire, who neuer atavy time medled 
or had to doe with the affaires berweene the Kings, 
and the Eſtates of Behemia : now if ſo be that the 
Reiection is 2 particuler a&t:, fo alſo is the new 
Election which enſued the fame a little while after, 
an att particular, of the: like nature and condi- 
tion, 2 
So then, if the Eſtates of Bohemia cannot be accu- 
&d ro hauc committed the haynous crimeof Treaſon, 
againſt the perſon of an Emperour , nor againſt the 
corps or body ofthe Empire, by ſuch an Abdication 
and new Election : -whart reaſon is there to accuſe the 
EleQtor Palatine Frederick, of Treaſon in the high- 
eſt degree , for thathee hath accepted the ſaid Ele- 
ion, ; | 
And itis an obie&tion very abſurd , toalledpe, as 
ſome of the other fide hane done, that the Archduke 
Ferdinand , and the Emperour Ferdinand , is but one 
perſon, and that hee who reiefeth the Archduke, re- 
ieteah the Emperour, This is not but one _ 
mae 
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the ſame body, which doth neuertheleflerepreſent di- 
uers perſons,and it hath beene already faid, that when 
the Archduke Ferdinand was reiefted/, there was no 
Emperour Ferdinand at all. The King of Denmarke 
is Duke of Holſtein, and becauſe of tharDurchie; hee 
is a member of the Empire , hauing a place of firting 
amongſt the Princes of the Empire, and yet the ſaid 
ſitting doth not repreſent the King of Denmaike, but 
onely and ſeperately the perſon of a Duke & Hol- 
ſtein, inferiour t@ many other Princes of the Empire, 
The King of Spaine is compriſed amongſt the Efates 
ol the Empire, by reaſon” of his Prouinces of baſe 
Burgundy, and yet is not therefore admitted inthe 
Seſſions of the Eſtates of the Empire, in quality of 
King of Spaine. The Emperour himſelfe maketh vic 
of this diftin&tion ; For when complaint is made,thar 
he vſeth the people of the King of Spaine, and bring- 
cth ſtrange Souldiers into the Empire againſt the or- 
dinancegofthe Empire, and his owne Capitulation : 
. heanſwered, thathe made vſe of the Duke of Burgun- 
_ dy, and of his affiſtancezas of a Prince of the Empire. 
though yet that he is holpen in this aſſiſtance of the 
money and meanes of all his Realmes, and not of his 
Prouinces of Burgundy onely : So the Emperour 
made not long fincea like diftintion abour rhe King 
of Denmarke , ſaying inhis anſwere to his Ambaſſa. 
© dour,that the King of Denmarke couldinot helpe nor 
aſſift the circle of the lower Saxony , as King of Den- 
marke, but onely as a Duke of Holſtein, 
It is very true that the Palatize EleQtor is accuſed 
' byſome;, not onely for that hee-hath accepied the 
Crowne of Bohemia, but alſo for that hee hath made

an Hoſtile inuaſion; into the territory and .daminjon 
of Auſtrich, and by that meanes violated the publique 
peace of the Empire;but that is manifefily falſe , tor 
cuery one knoweth that it is not he, burtthe houſe of 
Asuftris, who haue kindled the warre in Bohemia, and 
conſtrained the Efates of Bohemia, to put and ſtand 
vpon the defenſiue:, and God , (before the entry of 
him into Bohemia). hauing bleſſed their Armes ſo 
farre forth, as to repulſe the Countefſe of Bucquoy, 
and of Dampiere with their Armies,and driuen them 
backe into Auſtria,zfrom whence they were come, to 
inuade and make great hauock in Bohemia, they were 
ebliged (and ſo.they thought themſclues), vpon com- 
oulgon to keepe their forces and Armies within the 
faid Countries and Dominions of Auſtria, thereby to 
impeactr their enemies, for comming and getting 
Within the Realme of Bohemia, and it was not in the 
er of the Ekctor Palstrme, to make them retire and 
oe backe, alchough he deſired ir neuer ſo much, for- 
aſmuch as that had becne to expole the ſaid Eftates, 
into the danger to ſee themſelues againe incontinent- 
ly afſayled, within their owne borders and confines, 
by their ſaid enemies, cuen as they had without that 
becne very ſhortly after. 

But as concerning the perſons , who be at contro- 
uerſicfor this affaire and buſineſſe of Bohemia, eyery 
one of them hath. without eompariſon his more emi- 
nent qualities peculiar to himſcite.” But net to ſtay 


 bere to deſcribe thacof the Emperor, who isthe head 


and chicfe of all the EleQors, Princes, and Eſtates of 
the Empire, whoſe perſon is ſacred , and ought alter 


God tobe honoured and reſpe&ed aboug all others. 
| D It 
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[ is ſufficient to know, thar the Empice is not an E- 
fate Monarchique, where the Prince ruleth abſolute- 
ly, and that che Emperours d#c not inherite their 
ignitics and authoritics, but that they be conferred 
ypon them, by the hands of the Eleors, who,when 
they ſhall abuſe themfelues therein , haue the like po- 
wer todepriue them , that they had to giue it them, 
eucn as it is verified by the fundamentall lawes, and 
by the examples of the depoſition by them made ar 
other times , of the Emperours choſen by them. 
Alſo it its found in the auncient Letters. and docu- 
ments of Germany, that the Emperours be called ſo- 
ucraigne Adminiſtrators and Twtors of the Empire, 
whereby is gathered and colleQed , that they can- 
not attribute the propricty thereof vnto themſclues, 
nor diſpoſe thereof abfolutely according to their 
owne fantaſie, but that they aro obliged and bound 
to yeeld and render an account , and reckoning of 
their adminiſtration. And on the other fide, the 
Princes Ele&tors be called by the conſtitutions of the 
Empire, and by the Imperiall Capitulation {which 
15 holden for a fundamentall law) the principall Co- 
Jomnes of the Empire , they having as Ephori, ſu- 
perintendencic and ouerſight ouer all the body or 
corpes of the Empire , and bee alſo obliged , by 
the duty of their Offices, to maintaine, in all, ad 
through all , .the obſeruation of the ſaid Conftitu- 
tions, | 
They haue a Colledge apart from others., and 
may affemble and meete whenfſocuer they thinke 
good, toentreate of affaires of State , and bee fur- 
niſhed and enducd with (as be alſo the ether Princes 
and 
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and Eftates reſpe&iuely) with many priuiledges, and 
immunities , which are confirmed b ns 
rour, whenſoeuer and as often as they chuſe andele& 
an Emperour : beforeall other —_ preſcribe 
vnto him the conditions , vpon which, they putthe 
Scepter in his hand , and make him co promiſe by a 
corporall and folemne oath, the obſcruation of them, 
and after that , they reciprocally doe'vnto him the 
oath of fidclity, as to their chicfe head and ſuperi- 
our by them choſen, of their franke and free will ; By 
which it appeareth , that there is a very great diffc- 
rence betweene the Emperours , andthe Eleors, 
and betwcene the Kings Soueraignes by nature or 
bicth, and the Princesand Lords to them immediate- 
ly SubicAts. 

And eſpecially the Prince Palatine hath digni- 
tics of great eminencie', which are allotted vnto 
him peculiarly , by the Goldew Ball. Firſt, in that, 
when the Empire happencth to bevacant , by the 
death of the Emperour , or that the Emperour tra- 
naileth out of the Empire , hee then is co haue the 
adminiſtration of the affaaires of the Empire, in the 
Countries of the Rhine, of Sucuia , and of the law 
Franconien. Secondly, in that by the ſame Golden 
Bull, he is conftituted and ordained Iudge of the Em- 
peror : when athird perſon hath any different or con- 
rrouerſic with him, in the occurrences concerning the 
Empire. 

Neuertheleſſe, for all this , hee doth not leaueto 
acknowledge the Emperour that now is, for his head, 
and ſuperiour, choſen and "pn ia this Gignity, 
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(26) | 
by the plurality of the EleQtorall voyces: hedothhor 
diſpute any thing whatſoeuer appertaining vato the 
faid Imperiall dignity ; Hee (as hee from the begin. 
ning hitherto hath done) doth offer and declare pub 
liquely to account and reſpett him for ſuch, andin 
that quality to giue him all honour, reuerence, and o- 
bedience, conformable and agreeable vnto the Con- 
Kirutions of the Empire. 

The Crowne of Bohemia in controucrfte betweene 
them is, (as it is apparant and cuident by the afore- 
ſaid proofes) a particuler difference, or controuerſic, 
which is in queſtion , not as betweene an Emperoyr 
and an Ele&tor , butas berweene two Princes of the 
Empire, of the which in this a@ion , the one neither 
cannor ought to haue preheminence aboue the other, 
bur haue neede of a Iudge impartiall, ſuch as the Em- 
perour that nowis , with the Colledgeof Electors 


might be, if he were nor interefſed in the ſame,as par- 


ty principall : | Andas for the Elefors, the moſt part 
of them bee, from the beginning of theſe troubles, 
made ſuſpeQted , and incapable to interpoſe their 
iudgement: For firſt, and to begin, the three Eccle- 
fiaſticall Eleftors fauourizing the Archduke Ferdi- 
vearnd cucn from before his Election Imperial], would 
not by any meanes heare the griefes of theEſtates of 
Bohemia againſt the ſaid Archduke , when they ſent 
for that purpoſe their Ambaſſidors,vnto theColledge 
of Ele&ors, at that time afſembled at Franckfort, (as 
hath been ſaid) but reieting them,as comming about 
a particular difference (though by reaſon of the Ele- 
Qorate annexed vnto that Crowne, all the ſaid Col- 

| ledge, 
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ledpe, yea;the peneralitic of the Empire hathiinteref{ 
EWA at”. ceaſed they,varill the ſaid Archduke 
was brought into the Conclaue of the EleQtors,as E- 
leorof Boheme. Ir is very true, that after this Ins 
rroduQion, and Election Imperiall; which enfued 
thereupon, the Emperour that now is, remitted and 
gaue ouer the deciſion of this Aﬀaire vnto the arbi- 
trage of all the Eleors,who aſſigned a day and place 
vnto the ſaid Eſtates of Bohemia,for to treat thereof. 
But they would not then ſubmit and yeeld them- 
ſelues thereunto, foraſmuch as the matter was not 
now entire, and in the ſame eſtate it was , for that 
che ſaid EleQors,by the faid bringing and introduCti- 
on of him into the Colledge of the Eletors, had 'gi- 
uen an aduantage vnto their couinter-partie, VVhere 
ic is to bee remarked, that as well in the ſaid Intro- 
duttion as in the Election of the Emperour, the E- 
leQor Palatine did by his Embafſadors make an ex- 
prefſe reſeruation for the ſaid Eſtates of Bohemia, of 
their right that did belong vnto them. As concerning 
that after the acceptation of the ſaid Crowne of Bo- 
hemia by the Ele&tor Palatine, the faid three Electors 
Eccleftaſticall,and the Electorof Saxony,wrote from 
their Afſembly holden at Mulhauſen, as well vato the 
faid Eſtares, as to the faid Ele&or Palatine, and 0- 
thers , that it appertained vnto them as EleCtors, to 
take knowledge of that fact, as of an Afaire of the 
Empire; there is a contradiction to be found there- 
in: forat Francfort,the three Eccleſiaſtical Electors 
declared, That they held the griefes and pretenſions 
of the ſaid Eſtates for a particular fa&t , and would 


not by any meanes,that it ſhould be decided by the 
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Colledpge of Eledors: yea,which is more, they wrote 
vnto the Elector Fredericke, which at that ſame time 
was inthe high Palatinate,to pray him to come in per- 
ſon to as ; and amongſt other points of their 
Letters,openly declared, That they would neuer ſuffer 
the Eſtates of Bohemia to diſpute or queſtion Fergds- 
yard about the Crowne of Bohemia: How could they 
then,in the interpoſition of their authoritie,vpon that 
difference, auoid the ſufpition of partialitic ? Alfo it 
is to no purpoſe, to alleage in this difference the au» 
thoricic of the Emperor, to better and gaine the ſuit 
for the authoritic Imperiall, which the Archduke Fey- 
dinend hath obtaincd after his abdication in Bohemia, 
batch nor meliorated his particular cauſe, or made it 
more iuft, For example,if two Souldiers goe to Law, 
or contend for ſome Debt,or ſome other Quaarrell,and 
it that one of them is made Captaine,and hath obrai- 
ned authoritic ouer the other, his cauſe is not any way 
bertered by this new authoritie, If rwo Citizens be 
at Law fora picce of Land, and if two Princes be in 
controuerfie for a Crowne, and one is made Empe- 
rour; ſhall he carrie away the Crowne by his new Im- 
periall authoritic? Orelfe is it not lawfull in all cauſes 
for an inferior to pretend any right ina particular fact 
againſt his ſuperior ? Behold rhen, as concerning the 
difference and controuerfie of Bohemia; the deciſion 
of which, the Prince EleQor Palatine hath beene al- 
wayes,and is,rcadie to remit, eyther to a Sentence of 
vnpartiall Iuſtice,or to the Arbitrage of eminent per- 
ſons,capable of the cauſe, and nor adherent and lea- 
ning vnto the-other pactic alone. 

Touching 
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Towching the third Head, 


Ow that wee haue heretofore made ic appa- 
N=: and cuident, by the qualitie of the Con- 

rrouerſic, and other circumſtances, that the 
Emperour could not interpoſe therein his Imperial! 
authoritie, to his owne proper aduantage, and to the 
preiudice of the Prince EleQor Palatine; this con- 
cluſion followeth thereon, without contradi&ion , 
that the Proſcription is precipitated,and vnlawfully 
done : The which is deduced, ſhowne, and prooued 
ſo apparantly, in many other Writings--publiſhed, 
that it ſhould be ſuperfluous to make any great or 
long diſcourſe ; but ie ſufficeth to adde in this 
place ſome example and inſtance of the euidenr 
Nullicties which are found in the faid Proſcrip- 
£t1on, 

Firſt, the Emperour (from the beginning) bore 
himſeife as Demaundant and Plaintife againſt the 
Prince Palatine , and in ſtead of purſuing him by 
the way of vnpartiall Iuftice , hee hath purſued 
him with all Hoſtilicie , with Fire and Sword , 
ſhewing by all ſort of violence, that his princi- 
pall Butt and Marke was no other , but to re- 
uenge himſelfe, and to ruinate the other vtterly, 
as by his Letters and Writings, as well parti- 
cular as publique , = aboue all things, the ct- 
feats which haue enſued thereof , hauc' verified , 
that ſuch haue beene his Defignes. Hee could 
not then bee IJudge and Partic at one time, 
much 


(39): 
much lefſe could hee pronounce the Sentence, that 
ſhould be vapartiall, and exewpt from the appetite of 
bitter reuenge. 

Secondly , the Emperour hath commenced this 
Proces, to wit, by the execution, and the afore-men- 
tioned Hoſltilities, without citation, without iudjciall 
recognitionof the cauſe, and without hearing the de- 
fence of the Prince Palatine. 5 | | 

Thirdly, the proſcription hath beene precipitated, 
and publiſhed, againft che Conſtitutions of the Em- 
pire,without the aduice and approbation of the Ele- 
_ Rors ioyntly : For though that this Arreſt and De- 
cree hath beene- deliberated on with the knowledge 
and conſent of the Eccleſtafticall EleQors; fo it is, 
that that which was done,was done in particular and 
in hugger mugger, the ſecular Electors newer giuing 
their conſent thereunto : Neyther was the reſolution 
of the ſame taken Collegiately, foriewas taken in the 
houſe of the Count of Ogniate, Embafſadour of 
Spaine, at Vienna , as it appeareth by the Letters of 
the ſaid Count of Ogniate; and information is had 
thereof by other meanes alſo. 

For the fourth , it is founded partly vpon certaine 
ancient Conſtitutions of the Empire , made againſt 
the breakers of the publique peace, who would not 
ſubmit themſelues vnto Iuſtice, nor be reduced vnto 
Peace, except they were conſtrayned by force of 
Armes. The faid Conſtitutions doe not any way 
touch the Prince Palatine, for that hee did nor rayſe- 


the Warre in Bohemia, aad meddled not therein, 


but for their defence; being alwayes readie (as hath 
beene ſaid) ro vngergoe the decifion of his Cauſe, 
eyther 
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ther by way of Iuſtice, or by an vaparriall interpo- 
Gon : And <4 to the pda 6s Hokake 
a Prince EleQtor without the vniuerſall conſent of the 
Ele&tors, without recognition of the cauſe', without 
citation, and without the hearing of the iuſtification 
of the party accuſed, that is inone word a thingineuer 
heard of in the Empire. And though that the Empe- 
rourthad bad ſuch-an authority abſolute, and that ic 
had beene founded vpon the ſaid Conſtitutions : ſoit 
is, that hee cannot make any vſe of it without infrin- 
ging the Capitulation , | and his oath, which is quite 
contrary, as 1t apparantly and enidently appeareth; by. 
the enſuing extraict of the 25.and 26. Articles of the 
ſaid Capitulation of the clauſe , compriſcd in the 28 
Article,and of the laſt Article,

faid Profcription , except that any one will hold and 
maintaine, that the ſole:nne oath madeby his Maicſty 

Imperiall in the confirmation of them, is not obliga- 

tory, and that in reading the ſaid conditions and pro 

miſes, oneought to vnderſtand.'them contrary to the 
words ſet downe. | Faria” 

Behold,I ſay,ſome ſcantlings of theNullitics of the 
ſaid Pcoſcription ; for the reſt of the things that are 
defeCtiue inthe ſame, I remir you vato the Treatiſes 
and deductions, more amply fer downe in print, and 
publiſhed vnto the world. 

And beſides the ſaid Nullities, the text of the Pro- 
{criprion is farced, and ſtuffed, with-many talſe-narra- 
tions, by the which, ſome labour to deingrate the 
Prince Palatine, and to make him more odious,: and 
to giue ſome colour of Iuftice vnto this vniuſt pro- 
ceedings : *Forhee is accuſed to haue practiſed with 
the Turcke, and ro'haue expoſed thereby Chriſten- 
dome, vnto extreamedanger, the which calumnious 
flaunder is drawne out of that, that the Eſtates of 
Hungary and Bohemia, conioyntly with the Pro- 
ninces incorporated , ſent in the yeare 1620. an 
Ambaſlade vnto Conſtantinople. Bur' it is not e- 
nough to accule him, bur it is reaſon rather 40 haue 
prootes : the depeach and the wpſtruction of the 
faid Embaſſade ( the counter-partic whereof is in 
mens 
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mens hands) ſheweth the quite contrarie. And'fince 
that they of the other partie dare not ſhew, nor pub- 
liſh it, becauſe that the ſaid ſlander cannot be verified 
| thereby, the good compatriotes haue cauſed it not 
long ſince to bee publiſhed, and imprinted, - that it 
might bee communicated vnto all the World, who 
may ſce by the ſame, that the Burr and end of the {aid 
Embaſſade was for no other end and purpoſe, then 
to obtaine a firme peace with that puiſſant Neigh- 
bour, and Borderer, and redoucable Enemie of Chri- 
ſtendome, and by that meanes to impeach and di- 
ucrt him, to make vſc and benefit of thoſe occaſions 
that the vnfortunate VWarre, rayſed and begun by 
th:m of the Houſe and Family of Auſtria, preſented 
vnto him, of inuading and piercing into the ſaid 
Realmes, and Prouinces : And that was done the 
more, for that the ſaid Houſe of Auſtria had vnar- 
med and disfurniſhed the Fortreſſes and Frontiers of 
Hungarie of their Munitions of Wearre, for to em- 
ploy them againſt the Eſtates of Bohemia, where ur 
deed they ſhould haue made them to ſerue againſt 
the inuaſton of the Turke, vnto the which they were 
deſtinate and appointed, and vnto which the Eſtates 
of the Einpire had contributed, with the expences of 
their owne money, 

N ow to giue ſome apparance and colour vngo this 
vniuſt Profcription, the contrarie partie maketh a 
great ſhew, with rehearſing the example of the Ele- 
Qtor 12hn Fredericke of Saxonie, who in the yeere 
one thouſand five hundred fortie (ix, was proſcribed 
by the Emperour Char/es the fift y by the execution 
of the which, hee was deſpoyled of one part of his

Countreyes, and of his Dignitie EleQora!l, where- 
with the Dukes , Afaerice, and Awgyfte of S3xonic, 
| and their deſcendents,were inueſted,with the cxclu- 
| ſion of his three ſonnes, and-of his brother, Bur this 
cxample bath no reſemblance with that of the Prince 
| _ Palatine, 
For firſt, after the declaration of the Ban, hee was 
offered a Treatie of Peace, by the entermiſe of the E. 
leQtor Fredericke the ſecond, Count Palatine, and of 
Door Eck, Counſellor ofthe Emperour Charles the 
fift ; but hce vtterly refuſed it. - On theconuarie, the 
ElcCtor Palatine bath ſought by all meanes- an' cqui- 
table peace,and cannot obtaine it, 
Secondly , the Eleftor Jobn Fredericke and his 
| Confedcratcs made open VVarre againſt -the Em- 
perour Charles the fift, whom they would not acknow- 
Icdge for Emperovr, calling him Charles of Gaunt, 
who named himſelfe Empcrour; and that which is 
more, they ſent him a Cartell, or Letter'of Defiance, 
and in ſolemne manner renounced the Oath they 
had formerly made vnto him. But it hath beene de- 
monſtrated here before, that the EleCtor Palatine did 
not meddle, nor had any contention with the Em- 
perour Ferarmrend , as with an Empcrour, but as 
with an Archduke of Auſtria ; who, before that hee 
cane to the Crowne Impecriall , had alrcadie com- 
menced and begun the Warre. And as for the Dig- 
nitic Imperiall, the Eleftor Palatine hath alwayes 
proteſted to xecognize him-for Emperor; and in this 
qualitie,to render and to pine him all obedience and 
reſpect, in cor formitic vato the Conſtitutions of the 
Kmpirc, 


Thirdly, 
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Thicdly, the' Eleftor 19x rrederitke (at that time 
detained and kept prifoner ) renounced the fourc-! 
teenth day of May, in the yeere of our Lord, one 
thouſand fiue hundred forrie and {euen,in the Campe 
before Witteaberg, tor him -and-his heires , all the 
Rights char he could pretend 'vpon the Eleftotare of 
Saxonie-;'the which Renuncntion was rathed by 
his three ſonnes,'and his brother : which thing can- 
not be ſaid on the bchalfe of the Ele&or Palatine. 
And though that the example of the Ele&or Pala- 
tine maynot be compared and referpbled witlr the 
example of the EleQor /obx Fred:rricke, of Saxonie : 
(betweene the which, there'is as nuch difference not-. 
withſtanding; then there is berweene Summer and 
Winter) fo it is,that there is nor any that can iuſtifi; 
the ſaid pretended Profeription; for that the Empe-' 
rour which'is nowat this day, is obliged and bound 
by his Capitulation.confirmed byhis corporall Oath," 
not to doe the like thereafter, | * | 
Since that then the Iniuſtice of the Profeription 
precipitated againft the Prince Palatine; isfo yn;ult,

teſtable Tragedies; that'euer any man beard or ſaw," 
fince the Empire had the 'Namie- of  Chriftian,” 
Some pretend , that the ' Prince | hath offended , 
an 
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and for it the people haue beene puniſhed. Theſe 
poore innocent Countreyes haue beene expoſed in 
prey vnto forraine and flrange Nations, Coſlaques, 
Croatians, and other Barbarians, who vnder the fa- 
cred Name of the Empcrour, baue pilled, ſaccaged, 
rauaged, mafſacred them, and burned their habitati- 
ons and houſes ; in ſuch ſort, that the Heauens doth 
bemoane and fecelc the ſobbes and groahes of manie 
chouſand Chriſtian ſoules, that ncuer had any know- 
ledge, and wuch lefle of partaking in the Aﬀaircs of 
Bohemia : The Ayre'is., yet obſcured and, darkened- 
with the ſmoake of ſo, many Townes, Villages, Bo- 
roughcs, Caſtles, Houſes, and Hamlets, burned and 
conſumed with Fire ; and the Earth is yet all moiſt, 
and dycd (as it were) with a deluge of bloud,. at the 
which the living haue horror, and the; poftericie will 
haue deteſtation. Theſe poore innocents are brought, 
vnder the yoake of a perpetuall miſcrie : there is car- 
ryed away out of the Palatinate a great number of 
perſons, women and children, into ſtrange Countries; 
of the which, ſome haue beene barbarduſly ſold ypon 
the frontiers of Turkic : And in moſt parts of the 
Palatinate , theſe wretched ſoules are dayly depriued 
of the cxcrciſes of their Religion, that not onely the 
ſolace of their bodies is taken from them , but they 
are alſo depriued of the conſolation of their foules, 
The Countrey is diſmembred, the Territories are di- 
uided, and the Subictts are conftrained and enforced 
to doc howage vnto ſtrangers. The little that remai- 
neth of their goods, is corfiſcated ; and eſpecially, 
the goads of Officers and ſervants of the ſaid Lord 
are eſcheated. . To be ſhort, there is dene all the wiſ. 
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chiefe and euill, that the mallice of men can de- 
viſe, 

And for the execution of all thoſe violences 
and exceſſes , the Duke of Bauyer, and thoſe 
of the League, haue moſt paſſionately and furi- 
ouſly imployed their Armes ; and the doing there- 
of, doth violate and breake the faith and promiſe 
by them giuen and made at the Treatic of Vimes : 
in the which it was accorded and- decreed, vnder 
the Signature, Letters, and Scales of the ſaid 
Duke of Bauyer, That they ſhall not make any 
Inuafion, or Ad of Hoftilitie, within the one or 
the other of the two Palatinates , vnder any co- 
lour, name , or pretext , wharſocuer if was, 
nor _to_ ineddle with any thing within the ſaid 
Palatinates. 

Bur that is not all : Theſe Outrages were not 
committed onely againſt the EleQtor Palatine, but 
they haue driuen away the Duke of Symmeren, 
his brother,ourt of his Patrimonie,his Countreyes, 
Goods,and Reuenues ; they haue ruined his ſub- 
ies,who are yet to this day inceſſantly euill en- 
treated, and conſumed and impoueriſhed with all 
fort of ExaCtions, Contributions, and other in- 
ſupportable Charges : And yet hee was neuer ac- 
cuſed, much lefle conuitted of any Crime, yea, 
rath-r the Emperour himſclfc hath declared him to 
be innocent, | 

The bordering Countreyes haue not beenc 
much better dealt withall, and entreated., bur ex- 
treamely moleſted, pilled, and rauaged, in diucrs 

F quar- 
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quarters, aginſt the Treatie of M:2tz, and of Af. 


c1aff:nburg, made by the Commilſ{icies of the 


Emperour with them of the Yaion , and rati- 
fizd by the Imperiall Miieſtie : by the which 
Treaties, ir was promiſed vnto all the Princes, 
Etates, and Cicies of the Empire, That vato 
them there ſhould n» Hurt, Dimmage, In- 
commoditie, or Trouble bee done , for or con- 
cerning the ſubic& of theſe Aﬀaires , nor 0- 
therwile, | 5 

And not to ſtand and enlarge ones ſelfe vp- 
on the particulars, but to deſcend and come 
vato the generalitie ; this Pcoſcription, and 
Execagion fo vindicatine , hath in that manner 
afflicted all the Corps and Boqie of the Em- 
pire, that it ſeemeth to be the downefall of its 
totrall ruine. | 

Moreouer , they were not content to depriue 
the Prince Palatine of his Eſtates and Dignities 


Ele&oralls, but they haue alſo depriued his. 


Children, and Brother , and. his ocher neere Kinſ- 
men, though they wece all Innocents, taking a- 
way from chem the, benzfic of their Inveſtitures 
in Remainder, and. Rzucrfton , for ro giue them 
ynto the Duke of Bauyer 5 in recompence of 
fo much bloud hee hath ſhed, and fire kindled ; 
and when hee hath put him in the pretended 
poſſeſſion of the ſaid Eftates , and Dignities, 
the ſaid Kinſmen and Allyes are put vnto nice 
together , by way of Law , or by an amiable 
Compoſition , to whom they ſhall appenraing 
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after the death of the Dukes of Bauyer: and yet 
neuertheleſſe, before the Cauſe come (o farre, there 
are giuen vnto the Duke of Neaburg Letters of 
expecancie, for to be prefcrred thereto,and placed 
therein, before all others. 

The true cauſe of this extraotdinarjg rigorous 
proceedings againſt the Houſe ElecPrall Pala- 
tine, is clearely expreſſed in the Letters written 
by the Emperour vnto Dox Balthazay d Cuinga , 
principall Councellor vnto the King of Spaine, 
dared the fifteenth day of Ottober, in the yecre 
of our Lord one thouſand fix hundred twentie 
and one, to bee ſcene in the Chancelrie of Spaine 
(a Booke fo called) that is to ſay , That 'foraſ- 
much as they haue heretofore made oppoſition 
vato the Houſe of Auſtria, the which thinketh, 
that it cannot extend his domination ſo farre, as 
it proiceth, if that the ſaid Houſe of the Pala- 
tinc be not vtterly ruinated. 

So alſo the tranflation of the EleQorate into 
the Houſe of Bauyer, expreſſedly declarerh in the 
Poſtſcript of the ſame Letters , That the Burr 
thereof is, that by mcanes thereof the Catholique 
Romanes may haue more, and plutalitic of Voys 
ces, inthe Colledge of the Eleftors , and that 
che Empire may bee perpetuated in the Houſe 
of Auſtria z vnto the aduancement of which, the 
Duke of Bauyer (hall be obliged and bound, for 
this great benefit” reociued trom the Houſe of 
Auſtria, wy | 
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"The Pradtiſes and ſecret Drifts , the Lettere 
ſent vnto Rome, into Spaine, and ſundrie parts 
of Almaigne, the counterfeit Embaflades fene 
here and there, vnder falſe pretexts and ſcmblants, 
and infinite other cunning Trickes, whereof they 
make vſe to: further their Afﬀaires, and to bring 
them.vnto the point where they are ſeene to be 
at this day, be ſo many in number, that they 
would make a great Booke, to compriſe them 
all : The intention of this Information, becing 
onely to demonſtrate a farre off the wrong that 
is done vnto the Elefor Palatine, and his Chil- 
dren and Friends. 


Touching the fourth Head. 


T hath beene faid in the firſt Head, That 
F- the verie beginning of the Troubles of 

Bohemia, the Prince Ele&or Palatine defi- 
rous to ſee the Peace eſtabliſhed there, and the 
Subiects reconciled vnto their King, ſent an Em+ 
baſſadour vato the Emperour at Vienna, for to 
defire him to vanquiſh himſelfe , 'to lay downe 
Armes, and furceaſe from violence, andto-quenech 
the fire of a pernitious VVarre at the firſt, But 
that was in vaine ; for the Embaſſadour 'contt- 
nued his Suit inſtantly many moneths together, 
to his great charges, at Vienga+;z bud returned ;; 


and obtayned nothing. 
After 
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Aﬀeer the death of the Emperour Mathias, the 
King of great Briraine to teftific and witneſlc his 
od intentions , toward the publique good of all 
Germany, ſent the Vicount Dewxceſter, Councellor 
in his Councels of Eſtate , and Gentleman of his 
Chamber, in Ambaſſade vato the Archduke Fer. 
dinand , at that time deſigned King of Bohemia, ' 
and other Princes of the Empire, to mediate an ac- 
commodation betweene the ſaid Ferdinand, and 
the ſaid Eſtates of Bohemia, and by this ſweet and 
milde way, to reduce and. bring the parties ynto 
repoſe and reſt , and to preuent the euils which 
haue afterward miſerably afflicted , doe afflict, and 
will affli& ill all the corpes and body of the fift 
Empire, yeaand of all Chriſtendome, if God by 
his grace do not giuc a conuenable remedie there- 
ynto.; The faid Ambaſſadour met the. Archduke 
Ferdinand at Ratisbone, in the way for to goe vnto 
the Dyet of Franckfort, called for the Election of 
a new Emperour : he was giuento vaderſtand,that 
in that place of Ratisbone , the affaires of Bohemia 
could not be treated of ; and that therefore hee 
fhould returne backe , and goe vnto Franckfort, 


. where. there would be better commodity to con- 


ferre with the Elefors ,, and to take a good refolu- 
tion therein ;-but he'thinking to.obtaige ſo much as 
to.enter into the Towne for that purpoſe, was.not 
permitted ſo to doe, vnder the pterext and colour, 
that it was againſt the Golden Bull,to-permit ſtran- 
gers, Princes, or Ambaſſadours, during the hold- 
ing ofthe ſame Dyct, to-cnter into the Towne. 
F.3 So 
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So that hee was confirayned to withdraw khim- 
ſelfe vnto Hanau , and there to ſtay a long time: 
at great charges and expences, for that hee had 
a very great traync : And though hee requeſted 
oftentimes, and with great inſtance to be admit- 
ted ane heard; yer hee could not obtayne , vmtil! 
that Feraruand was brought into the Conclaue 
EleQorall, and by that meanes choſen Empe- 
rour: And for that the Emperour , after that hee 
was come , by his reception vnto the Colledge 
Ele&orall, as King of Bohemia , vnto the marke 
hee aymed , had remitted the ſaid affaire and bu- 
finefle of Bohemia vnro the Arbitrage'ot the Ele- 
tors, the negotiation of the ſaid Lord Embaſſa- 
dour was made fruſtrate ; and hee diſmiſſed to goe 
vnto the place from whence he came. Behold here 
the firſt affront made vnto the King of great Brit- 
eaine in his interpoſition, 

In the yeare of our Lord , One thouſand fixe 
hundred and ewenty : The King of Spaine and 
the:Archduke A4/berPus ſet on foote a puiffant Ar- 
mie in the Prouinces of Burgogne , in the mo- 
neth of Iuly and Auguſt , the King of great Brit- 
caine aduertiſed from other places , that it was to 
inuade the lower Palatinate , ſent Sir Edward 
Conway and Sir Richard tefton 'his Ambaſſadours, 
vnto the Archduke at Bruxelles ,, to exhort him 
not to make any inuafjon into the Palacinate, with 
offers 'to interpolſe this good Othces for the ad- 
rancement and furthering of anamiable & friend- 
ly compoſition , vato whont anſwere'was un E 
T Eat 
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That the King of Spaine and bis Highneſſe had afſems- 
bled and formed an Army for the ſerurce of the Ende. 
rour, and that as yet the reſolution was not taken, in 
what plece that Army ſhin'd be employed. Now it is 
athing ro benored , thar the ſaid Army marched 
already toward the Palatinate , when that they 
made this aunfwere full ot mockerie vnto the ſaid 
Embaſſadours- 
Incontinently after che publication of the Ban 
againſt the Prince Palate, the Princes and Eltates 
vnited, diſpached their Embaſladours vato to be- 
ſeech him to ſuſpend the execution thereof, and to 
giue way vnto an accommodation , for to ſtop the 
cuils that would enſue thereof infallibly , afluring 
themſclues to diſpoſe the ſaid Prince Palatine vnto 
all things that ſhould be thought conuenable and 
equitable for the comon good and r2poſt, but fuch 
an{wer was made vnto them in theEmperors name, 
that they might vnJerſtanJ that nothing was en- 
tended and to be looked for, bur fice and ſword. 
The King of Denmark alfo beftowing therein the 
fame offices by his Emvaſſadours , was paid with 
like money as the Princes an4 Eſtates vnited were. 
And for that the Prince ElcCtor Palatine had bes 
eruſted all rhis affaire , inthe interpoſirion of the 
Kings of great Brittaine , and of Denmarke, with 
promiſeto ratific and accompliſh all whatſozuer, 
they concluded or:accorded in his name ,-fo that 
- it werenot againſt his conſcience or 11s honour:his 
Maieſly of great Britaine(vnto whom he afterward 
remicted the negotiation thereof, 8& granting to fo 
al

all that he ſhall indge moſt fitting , for the recous- 
ring of his Eſtates and -dignitics , and the re-eſta- 
bliſhmente ofa firme _ in the Empire) volun- 
tarily charged himſelfe with this entermiſe , and 
promiſed,as he hath promiſed oftentimes hitherto, 
tocmploy therein all his poſſible meanes , and to 
expole therein, it neede be, all that God hath giuen 
him inthis world, iudging it better, notwithitand. 
ing, itto be the betzer & more reaſonable to ſearch 
and make vſe of the way of mildneſſe , before that 
he procceded vnto cxtremities. 

This is the matter , why his Maieftic of Great 
Brittaine ſent the Lord Digby, Councellour of E- 
ſtate , and Gentleman of his Chamber , vnto the 
Emperour in the moneth of lune , with large in- 
firuCtions and power, to labour to bring the affaires 
vnto ſome good compoſition, The Archduke At 
bertus had then graunted atruce in the lower Pala- 
tinate for ſome weekes, which began to expite, and 
the high Palatinate was yet in the hands of the 
Prince Palatine, but terribly menaced,and in great 
feare, by reaſon of the great preparations of warre 
made by the Dake of Bauicr, to gaine and winne 
the ſame'vnderthe title ofa Commiſhon Imperiall 
to him giuen. The Ambaſſadour Dzgby vied all his 


forces and diligences pofſible for the diſcharge of | 


his Ambafſade, dayly redoubling his inftances to- 
ward his Maieftie Imperiall, the which declared 


that hee deſired nothing more, (then peace, i the - 


Prince Palatine would firſt make ſatisfaQtion, and 
{ubmiffion, vnto the which wa$added , ſometime 
one 
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one thing , and then ar another time, another 
thing ; onely (as the cft-&s teſtified) for to gayne 
and winne time , vntiil the Truce was expired : 
And that the Duke of Bauyer might haue an 
eccaſion to giue a blow vpon' the high Palati- 
nate, without the impeachment of Count Agans- 
felt, who had amazed and gathered together 
ſome Troupes , vpon the Frontiers of Bohemia. 
The ſaid Truce being expired, the Spaniards re- 
commenced the Warre in the lower Palatinate, 
the Emperour not abiding to giue any care vnto 
the prorogation of the Truce , alledging many 
new pretexts : yet neuerthel:fle , his Imperiall 
Maieſtie, and they of his Councell , pur the ſaid 
Embafſadour in hopes, by faire words, and-good- 
ly promiſes , That the Duke of Bauyer ( whoſe 
Commiſſhon had beene ſuſpended by the order of 
the Emperour, at the ſollicitation of the ſaid Em- 
bafſadour ) ſhould nor receiue any new Commil- 
ſion, and ſhould be enioyned not to make here- 
after the execution of the Ban againft the higher 
Palatinate, And finally, vpon the reiterated in- 
Nances of the Embaſſadour, and vpon certaine 
Conditions and Promiſes by him offered, his 
Imperiall Maicſtie conſented vnto a Treatie, and 
wrote vnto the Infanta of Spaine the elevienth' of 
September , giuing her power to agree with the 
King of Great Brittaine (if the Afﬀaires in thoſe 
Quarters permitted her) and decree with him a 
ſuſpenſion or depoſition of Armes , that by that 


meanecs they might enter into a friendly and amia- 
ble 
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ble conference of i peace and accommodation. 
The Embaſſadour trufting and confiding in all 


theſe Declarations, Promiſes, and Vords , and 


not being able to obtaine more at their hand, 
tooke lcaue of the Emperour, and made haſt in 
his returne,with a purpoſe to bring (by the power 
of the Commiſſi2n giuen vnto the Infanca) his At- 


+ faires to ſome good paſſe, But in his returne he was 


aduerciſed, and ſaw himſelfe, that the Duke of Ba- 
uyer was made Miſt:rof all the whole high Pala- 
tinate, and conſtrained the ſubie&s to doe him ho- 
mage; whereof he made complaints vato the Em- 
peror by his Letters of the fite of October, making 
vato him a remonſtration, that the ſame was done 
vato the preiudice of his Declaration, and againſt 
that which his Councellors had giuen him to vn- 
derſtand. : 

Being arriued at Bruxels, hee aſſayed and tryed 
by all meanes to obtaine a ſuſpenſion of Armes : 
Which thing was impoſſible, foraſmuct as the 
Emperour had commaunded the ſaid Infanta , by 
other Letters written ( vnknowing vnto the ſaid 
Embaſlador) That ſhe ſhould not make any accord 
of Truce,and that his Maieſtic Imperial] had inioy- 
ned Dos Coraus to proceed: So that the contrarietic 
of theſe Letters,diſpatched and ſent at one and the 
ſame time,vpon one and the ſame ſubieCt , is eui- 
dently diſcoucred by the anſwere the Infanta gaue 


_ vnto the Embaſſador, on the eight dayof Nouem- 
| ber,a thouſand ſix hundred twentie and one: which 


was done not to loſe, but to follow the aduantage 


which 
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which the counterpartic had gotten by the occupa- 
tion of the high Palatine, and the greateſt part of 
the low Palatinate,and that there reſted no more to 
take, but Heydelberg.Manheym,and Frankendale, 
and ſome other {mall places; ro the Conqueſt of 
which,the Duke of Bauyer ſent the greateſt part of 
his Armie,which ioyned it ſelte vnto the Spaniards 
vnder diuers pretexts : inſomuch,that all the ende- 
wors that his Maicſtic of Great Brittaine had made 
at Brnxels, for to procure ſome ſmall releaſe & caſe 
vnto the poore Palatinate, and to mediate a treatic 
of Peace,were as vnprofttable as the precedent,and 
former at Vienna : Where yet neuerthelefle was 
made all manner of faire Gaiden end ſeeming to 
haue a deſire to giue fatisfaCtion vnto his ſaid Ma- 
teftie, who demanded an entire reſtitution of the 
high and low Palacinate, and of the Dignitic Ele- 
Qtorall,for his ſonne in law,who on the other part 


. promiſed to yeeld vp and ſurrender the Crowne 


of Bohemia; and as concerning the ſubmiſſion, to 
doe (vnto the which, they on the other fide infiſted 
firongly, without any intention 20 accept thereof) 
all that which might be done, without prejudice of 
the Conftitutions of the Empire. 

The Armie of the Papiſtique League, and thoſe 
of the Spaniards, did extreamely rauage the low 
Palatinate : vpon which, the Count Palatine was 
conſtrained to goe thither in perſon, and to make 
all the refiſtance pofhible with the Troupes of the 
Count of Mansfelt. : 

His Maicftic of Great Brittaine ſeeing that the

enemies reenforced themſclues, and grew ſtrong 
dayly, and had enterpriſed to import and to con- 
quer all the low Palatinate, as well as the high 
Countrey ; hee thought it good to write vnto the 
Emperour by a Corricur,or Poſt, ſent of purpoſe, 
and to offer him, in the behalfe of his ſonne in law, 
by his Letters ( which were of the twelfth of No- 
uember,one thouſand fix hundred twentie and one) 
Conditions of Peace, ſuch as he thought as impoſ- 
ſible,that the Emperor (of whoſe pactique intenti- 
ons all men ſpoke)ought or could refuſe them. And 
to the end he might lay an aflured foundation vpon 
the ſaid offers, hee ſeriouſly exhorted the Prince E- 
le&tor Palatine, his ſonne in law,to ratifie them, and 
to promile the accompliſhment of them, by an au-. 
thenticall Inſtrument, figned with his hand,and ſea- 
led with his ſcale; the which hee did,dated the fiue 
and twentieth day of the ſaid moneth of Nouem- 
ber,preferring the publike peace and repoſe of Ger- 
manie, before all the particular conſiderations of 
himſelfe and his Houſe, 

And though there was no ſpeech in the. Court 
at Vienna,and that of Bruxels, made vnto the Em- 
bafſadors and miniſters of the Xing of Great Brit- 
taine,of any other thing, then of the pacifique in- 
tentions of the Emperour, and of the-reſolution 
thathe bad to giue all ſatisfa@tion vato his Mateſtic 
of. Great Britraine,; ſo it is, that, yet he did not ac- 
cept tife ſaid Conditions, and fo by the retuſall of 
them, diſpenſed the Prince EleCtor Palatine not to 
be:bound and obliged therewith, & ſent the w_ 
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of Schwartzenburg into England, onely for to 
make all ſort of complement,and gaue a new Com- 
miſſion vnto the /xfapta to treate with the King of 
great Brittaine about a ſuſpenſton and laying down 
of Armes , andalſoof a peace, and made in that 
ſame time,the Warre to be continued in the lower 
Palatinate, vnto the Princes and Eſtates Euange- 
liques of the Empire he difimuled, and would nor 
be knowne of the ſame conditions ; but hee cauſed 
them to be communicated vanto the Prince Bethe- 
lem Gabor , who vpon that tooke occaſion to make 
| peace with the Emperour; whereupon it enſued, 
that the greeteſt part of the troupes which were in 
Auſtria, Bohemia, and other places were ſent into 
the lower Palatinate, to make an end of all ; not- 
withſtanding , his Maieſtie of great Brittaine was 
continually affured of the reſtitution , and offers 
were made of a treaty of peace: to be briefz,promi- 
ſes were made vpon prowile,and fo his Maieſty en: 
tred into a new parley , and ſent Sir &ichard weſton 
vnto Bruxels to treate with the 7zfants, who ordai- 
ned and appointed Commiſſoners for that effe& 
and purpoſe, who for to-gaine and winne time, ex- 
acted of the ſaid Embafſadour a plaine power fig- 
ned with the hand of the Prince Palatixe,to the end 
(as they fatd) they might be afſured, that he would 
ratific. and accompliſh all that they. ſhould con- 
clude and determine ; and alchough that his Ma- - 
icſtic had already ſufficient power,vpon many Let- 
ters of his fone in law; ſoitis, that they would 
ſee a plenipotency or full power in;forme., that 
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which his Maieftie gfaunted them , and cauſed a 
plenipotency or full power to be diſpatched by his 
laid Embeſſadour, as well in his owne name, ac in 
the name ot his ſonne in law, who ſigned the ſame 
toynrly with his Maicſty, & fent the ſame to Brux- 
els , where the ſaid plaine power being come, the 
_ Commiſſioners tound therein one onely word re- 
peated; ro wit,the title of Ele&tor,which was given 
vnto the ſaid Prince , and prayed that the ſaid full 
. power might be reformed and renewed, and that 
title put out thereof, alledging that they could nor 
well treate that title being in : and ſo his Maieſtte 
to take away all exceptions, made the ſaid power, 
with the omiſſion of that tirle,to be drawne againe; 
buryet with an exception that it ſhould nor at any 
time preiudice him by avy means. Theſe commings 
and goings too and tro, cauſed by the contreparty, 
were forno other end , but draw out and to pro- 
long the buſinefſe,and to hinder and empeach,that 
bis Maieſty (who had already promiſed to-enter- 
raine $0co, footmen, and 1600. horſe in the Pala- 
Sinate,at his own charges,) ſhould not ſend thither 
any great ſuccour, not make any diverfion in Flan- 
ders, nor any whereelfe. The faid power then ha- 
uing bin made, made againe, ſigned, and ſent the 
ſecond time at the inſtances of the ſaid Commiſſio- 
ners, his Maicſty reccined Letters from the Empe- 
rour, written the 18, of Tune, by the which he gaue 
him to vnderſtand , that the treaty of peace could 
not well be made nor concluded at Bruxels , fince 
that the affaire and bufinefſe concerned & touched 
all the E mpite, and that therefore he had called an 
aſlembly 
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aſſembly of theEle@ors,and ſome other Princes ar 
Ratisbone, remitting and leauing itvnto the good 
pleaſure ofhis Maiefty, it hee would ſend any one 
chicher on his behalfe, The which contrary and vn- 
due procedure, his Maiefty tooke as ſtrange, and 
thereof made ſharp and bitter complaints vnto the 
Emperor in.his anſwer. And for that the reſt of the 
Palatinate ftood in'danger to be loft,nort being able - 
co refiſt ſuch puiflant enemies, his Maicfty in ſome 
manner to breake that blow, cooke into kis prote- 
Qion the Townes of Heydelberg, Manheym, and 
Frankendale , but'that was no hinderance : for the 
two firſt were beſieged & furiouſly battered , Hey- 
delberg taken by aſſault and pillaged, and that of 
Manheym taken by compoſition ; fo that there re- 
winied none but the Towne of Frankendale only; 
for the conſeruation of the which, his Maieſty ſee- 
ing that it would be left in his protetion no more 
then the other two, found it good, and at the in- 
ſtance & great promiſes of the 7zfanta, to ſequeſter 
' 1tinto her hands, and ſhee gaue the gouernment 
thereof vnto Don Verdugo, a Nobleman of Spaine, 
who put therein a Garifon , the which ar this day 
menaceth inceſſantly the poore Burgeſles , to pil- 
lage them for want of their pay ment, though it be 
not bound co ſatisfie them for the ſame. 

After the taking & total ruine of the Palatinate, 
the Emperor made haſt withthe Dyer of Ratisbon, 
and was there in perſon, where he inueſted publike- 
ly the Duke of Bauer with thePalatinart Electorall, 
to the excluſio of the children of the brother,& the 
_ necreft kinſmen of the Prince Palatine __ th 
adyice 
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aduice and oppoſition of the EleQors of Saxony 
and of Brandemburg , who preſfled by their Em- 
baſladours, the entire reſtitution of his Countries 
and dignitics) And gaue the King of Great Brit- 
taine to vnderſtand by his Letters , dated atRait(- 
bone the fifrof March , one thouſand fixe hundred 
ewentyand three, in the which hee added amongſt 
other cleare reſtimonies of his great good will to- 
ward his Maicſtie , that his tranſlation of the Ele- 
Etorate in the houſe of Bauiere , was made with ex- 
preſſe reſeruation , That it ſhall be permitted by eſpe- 
ciall grace wnto the Grand children. of his Maieſtie, 
and vnto his other kinſmen , to treate hereafter in 
ſome Towne Imperiall,as Nuremburg, Angsberg, 
VIm, or Franckfort, touching the right that euery 
one of them tay pretend in the titles and Dignti- 
tics EleQoralls: and if. ſo be that they cannot a- 
greeand accord together , that it ſhall be lawfull 
forthem to commence ſute, and enter into proces 
before the Maieſtic Imperial], and the Colledge of 
the Eleors, where they may aſſure and promiſe 
to themſclues a quicke diſpatch, and Iuſtice ſoone 
adminiſtred, if they themſelues doe not hinder the 
ſame, by ſome aCt of their owne ; by the which re- 
feruation , his Maicſtie of Great Brittaine may ſee 
the moſt ſincere affeCtion the faid Maieſtic Impe- 
riall bore vnto him, and to his poſterity. This is 
the ſubſtance of the ſaide Letters of the Empe- 
rour. 
Now let cuery one giuz his 1udgement of this 


goodly declaration. And it ought not to be paſſed 


in

in filence, that at his deparcure from the Dyer at 
Ratisbone, the Emperour, as it is ſaid, made ſfhew 
in the ſaid Letters to reſerye vnto the children,bro- 
ther , and kinsfolkes of the Prince Palatine, ſome 
permifſion to diſpute the right, that they would 
pretend after the Duke of Bauier; prochiſed the ex- 
peQancy of the Electorate vnto the Duke jwwlfgang, 
williaw of Neuburg , confirmed by Letters and 
Seales. 
” Andas the Emperour hath alwayes made pro- 
feſhon of good will roward the King of Great Brit- 
taine, and to giue eare vnto the entire reftitution 
which hee hath ſought by friendſhip , and by the 
way of amity with great trouble and charge ; bue 
in yaine: So alſo hath the King of Spaine donethe 
very ſame almoſt , vntill chatthe Palatinate hath 
beene reduced vnto the more then miſerable eſtate, 
as it is atthis day,and tharthe Duke of Bauicr hath 
beene put io full poſſeſſion of all the high, and of 
the greateſt part of the lower Palatinate , together 
with the dignicy Ele@orall: for though the =p. 
of Spaine hath oftentimes afſured his Maieſtic 
great Brittaine,as well by his Letters as by his Em- 
baſſadours, ſcrioufly to co-operate and iayne with 
him, for to obtaine the entire reſtitution of the Pa- 
latinate Ele&orall , and of that which dependeth 
thereof, with an expreſſe promiſe for this effetro 
ioyne his Armes with thoſe of his Maicſtie ifneede 
was : This notwithſtanding, when hee hath beene 
finally demaunded by his owne Ambaſſadours , a 
ſpeciall declaration by writing, hce hath —_

That he cannot doe ie, for that, beſide, that it ſhall 
be todepriue him to haue any hand in it, and the 
Arbitrage in this affaire, as a mediator or friend, 
that it may alſo nor onely giue cauſe vato the Em- 
perour his Vancle, to take an vnkindnefſle or offence 
rhereat; buc alſo,thar it he ſhall mingle threates and 
Armes , with the Offices of imterpoſition, it ſhall 
be an vnkindnefle and difſ-office in his deportment 
which he ought 1n reaſon to viſe toward his Impe- 
riall Maicftic : bythe which anſwere it appeareth 
cuidently, that all the faid promiſes of Spaine haue 
beene nothing but words. %, 

For the cloſure of this Information , wee are 
morcouer to recount an. artifice and cunning trick, 
whereof the centrary party doth make vic ; That 
is: The /»fa#:i« of Spaine vnder the colour and diſ- 
guiſe of an Imperiall Commiſhon , and of an ex- 
ereame defire to-re-eſtabliſh peace in the Empire, 
and to giue fatisfa&tion vnto the King of Great 
Brittaine, made a-propoſition of certaine Articles 
of a truce of fifteene moneths in the lower Palati- 
nate, and generally for all the Empire, to the cad, 
that in this ſpace of time a treaty of a firme peace 
might be had : So, that his Maicſty, after hee had 
changed ſome thing in the ſaid Articles , condif- 
cended thereunto, and ſigned them, ſending them 
vnto the Prince EleQor Palatine,for to ſigne them 
alſo;who(after he had deferred a little while ro con- 
ſent vnto them, becauſe of the captious Articles he 
ſaw in them) vpon the inſtances that were mae, 
and the hopes that the counterparty madehim ws 
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ofan accommodation,figned them in like manner : 
bur all that came vato nothing, For neuer fince 
haue they ceaſed to exerciſe againſt the poore Sub. 
iedts of the Palatinate, all forrs of rigours, and vio- 
knces ; neither will they obſerue the Articles of 
rruce, vnder diuers new colours & pretexts forged 
and framed out of their owne fantafics and braines. 
The Bute and end of this counterfeited & _— 
eruce, was, for that Auſtria and Spaine defired to 
rake from che Prince Palatine the power of _ 
the ſuccours and afliftance of forraigne Kings 

Princes, and eſpecially to preuent, that (peraduen- 
eure) he ſhould not make vie of the Forces and Ar» 
mics, the Duke of Brunſwick, and Count Acanſ- 


felt had then on foar, and that by that occaſion 


Prince Bethelem Gaboy (ſhould not take occafion to 
make any inuaſion againſt the Houſe of Auftria, 
But at that ſame time, the Armic of the Duke of 
Brunſwick hauing becn put to rout and defeated by 
a fatall deftinie, Auftria and Spaine ſeeing thEſclues 
come to that Butt they ſhot at, made a mockeric of 
the ſaid Trucc,& continuated their Hoſtilities, and 
a little after departed, and delivered vnto the Arch- 
biſhop of Menez the Country of Bergſtrate (which 
15 one of the beſt Prouinces of the Palatinate) for to 
oblige him ſo much che more firily to maintaine 
and defend their partie againſt the Prince Palatine, 
and haue impoſed vpon the poore ſubics, as well 
of the Palatinate EleQorall, as vpon the Countrey 
of the Prince of —_ diucrs impoſttions, to 
them inſupportable, which endure yet,and are aug- 
mented cuery day, - 
o [4 
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(tis alſo'to be remarked, that the faid Articles 
of Truce were communicated in the name of the 
Empcrour, vnto ſome Princes of the Empire, a 
whole moneth before that they were concluded, 
and acceptcd in England; and that in other forme, 
and. partly in another ſence, onely for to gaine ad- 


_vantage,and to'render and make the Electors and 


Princes of the Empire irreſolute, and to hinder 
them' from. fauouring 'the Prince EleQor Pala» . 
tine, whoſe totall ruine and extirpation being 
the Butt and Marke (what ſemblant or ſhew ſo- 
euer they had made to his Maicſtic of Great Brit- 
taine) vnto which they haue direQed all their 
Adions-, for to effectuate all. their aboueſaid 
Delignes.. 

By all the which Drifts and Pradtiſes it may be 
ſeene, as in a Mirrour, with how much miſprifion 
they haue moſt vnworthily abuſed the King of 
Great Brittaine; and certes hee had deſired much, 
that it might have paſſed in filence, But fince 
that Murther and Slanders be the two Inftruments, 
whereof. the adherents of the contraric partic make 
vic, vtterly to ouerthrow the Prince Palatine, and: 
his friends; it is incuitably neceſlaric to repreſent 
and demonſtrate all that which is before written, 
by chis bricfe Information.. The Murthers be ſecne: 
by all the VVorld, and the Calumnics and Slan- 
ders are made to-ſound in the cares of cueric one, 
in accufing the ſaid Prince and bis friends of things 
whereof they neuer thought, 

Bur forto auoid prolixitic, among other things

mitie of VVarre,to the ruinc of the Empire, and to 
the perill of Chriſtendome, But before God, and 
them who know the contrarie, there is produced 
here for Witneſles and Teſtimonies againſt this 
falſchood, all the Interpoſitions, Embaſſades, Re- 
queſts, Offers,and Declarations aboucſaid.
